Will the Government lie Stopped, 


'WASHINGTON, June 
'26. — Unless Oon- 


greKS.passes a joint resolution extending 
the appropriations for the present fiscal 
year, to cover the time between the 1st 
of-July and the time when ihe Legisla- 
tive appropriation bil! becomes a law, tho 
wheel* of Government must to a certain 
extent stop. There are but five logisla- 
ti ve 
days 
of 
the 
present 
fiscal 


year remaining, and it is utterly impossi- 
ble to consider and net upon the Legisla- 
tive bill within that time. 
The only 


thing to be done is to extend the appro- 
priations for this year. 
If not, u dollar 


ctiuuot be paid out for any of the great 
departments or to meet tlie necessary ex- 
penses of 
the " courts. 
Neither 
the 


President, members of Congress, 
nor 


thousands of other Government official 
can draw a cent of pay if provision is not 
made to meet the exigency before the 1st 
of July. 
The Secretary of the Treasury 


has called the attention of the 
appro- 


priation Committees of the Senate and 
the House to this condition of affairs, and 
they must now assume all responsibility 
for what happens after the end' of this 
iiscftl year. 


The Tux on Mutches. 


Judge Kelley Kays that the mutch syn- 


dicate will in tike more from the continu- 
ance of the h;x through its monopoly 
than the government will receive 
from 


the tax. 
The nature of this monopoly is 


illustrated by the action of some of the 
smaller match manufacturers. 
Nearly 


every year for * number of years one of 
the .Detroit manufacturers, has urged up- 
011 Congress the necessity of 
repealing 


the tax on the pound, that it tended to 
crush out the poor producers and enrich 
the great match tax syndicate. 
The for- 


tunes of this Detroit manufacturer seem 
to have changed. 
At all events, he is 


supposed to have become a member of 
syndicate,, and he now is very earnest in 
Washington in favor of the maintenance 
of the tax.. Jlis,notions of the principle 
of taxation appear to change with his 
shifting fortunes. 


The Adjournment of Congress. 


The House adjournment resolution was 


before the Senate today, and its recep- 
tion was not of n character to indicate 
that an adjournment can be had on fhe 
dny speciiied, the l()th of July. Tlie reso- 
lution was sharply criticized, and atteu- 
,tion directed to the fact tlmt some of the 
most important appropriation bills have 
not yet been reported to theTHouse. The 
debate foreshadowed that the Senate does 
not intend to be driven to an early ad- 
journment, hut on the contrary will take 
ample time to consider 
appropriation 


hills.

turn sour, • curd is produced, and it is 
then impossible to remove the cream 
without taking off some of tho curd also. 
Curd means cheese, and if curd in made 
up with cream into butter, the 
latter 


must necessarily have a cheesy flavor, 
and in a very short time become "strong" 
and very inferior in quality. 


2. As soon as tlie butter makes its ap- 


pearance, niul while still in a granular 
state, 
the buttermilk should run off.
